MATERIAL THINGS 
AND MAN 


THE TREND OF INDUSTRY 
———— 


Mr. Herbert Morrison delivered the Sidney 
Ball Lecture at Oxford, taking as his subject 
“ Man—the Master. or Slave of Material 
Things?” : 

The whole trend of modern industrial 
organisation, he said, was co-operative rather 
than individualistic in chafacter, yet the 
modern world was also saturated with private. 
ownership and production for»private ends. 
They were living in a world in which the great 
majority of citizens were economic lodgers in 
their own country. The,muddle could not be 
remedied by superficial tamperings. -A frank 
recognition was needed of the fact that the 
only remedy for muddle was order, and that 
a decent order could not be the order of 
private trusts, monopolies and trade associa- 
tions, but must be an order promoted and 
imposed by public action through authorities. 

if public economic order was to be substi- 
tuted for private economic muddle it could 
not be secured by mere State regulation and 
control of privately owned economic under- 
takings. As a transitory measure to meet 
particular circumstances the State regulation 
of private industry might be necessary and 
expedient. 

He was bound to confess, however, to 
some sympathy with the objeetions of busi- 
ness men in private industry to the red tape 
and the checked initiative involved in the 
State regulation of private trade. i 

However considerable to the community 
the advantages might be, it did inevitably 
tend to fetter that freedom of initiative and 
sense of confidence and responsible manage- 
ment which was a not unimportant factor in 
the wise direction of economic undertakings. 

Politically the small man involved greater 
difficulties than the big trust, so that State 
regulation was largely illusory. In any casey. 
it could not easily effect those physical 
changes in fixed capital and the distribution 
or geographical allocation of industrial under- 
takings which might really be essential to 
proper organisation and functioning. 

“Effective public control must be based 
upén the. public ownership of land and in- 

“dustrial capital. Only so can the community, 
through appropriate co-ordinated economic 
organs, have a free hand in the reorganisa- 
tion and re-equipment of industry: and the 
right ‘to determine the destiny of the pro- 
ducts of human labour. 


IS ENGLISH IN PERIL? 
—— 
PROFESSOR'S FEARS 


Professor Fred Clarke, of McGill University, 
Montreal. is troubled -by the fear that the 
English language is in jeopardy, writes a 
correspondent, I 

According to a statement in Canada's 
Weekly, the journal of Anglo-Canadian trade 
published in London, Professor Clarke says 
the English language is suffering from a 
common disease, ‘‘inflammation of the 
vowels.” | The preservation of the English 
language, he alleged, is now facing a serious 
crisis. More than 200,000,000 people speak it 
fluently, or, at least, they think they do. It 
has become a secondary language to millions 
of people. i 

With this geographical extension English 
has. he thinks, taken rather a downward 
trend. Its fate is determined by millions and 
its destiny appears very unsafe. Cinema films 
and the wireless are doing their share in ‘its 
downfall, and teachers are: more concerned 
with the spelling of words than of. ex- 
pression and pronunciation, and the maip- 
tenance of the integrity and beauty of the 
language. English, as pronounced on the 
North American Continent, has, he declares, 
its favourable points, bat ‘‘ standard English 
emanating from England will not do.”’

VITAL DISCOVERIES 


The ‘‘Hall of a Thousand Pillars’’ has been 
found on the site of the ancient city of 
Jahanpannah at Old Delhi. This discovery 
is one of extraordinary archeological interest, 
writes Reuter’s New Delhi Correspondent. 
The hall, which formed part of Bus palace 
of Muhammad-bin-Tughlag, the secónd King 
of the Tughlaq dynasty (1525-51), has been 
identified by Sir Sayyid Ahmad, ‘The main 
palace, surrounded by an arcade, is built 
upon the summit of a lofty terrace ap- 
proached by broad concrete ramps. Below, 
on the opposite side, is the Hall of a 
Thousand Pillars, 210 feet in width and more 
than 300 feet in length. , 
Actually, the pillars numbered 600, half 
of them on the ground floor and half on an 
upper storey. They were made of wood and 
have consequently perished. But the stone 
bases of some of them and the square grooves 
in which others were fixed have survived, 


“HALL OF SPECI 
AUDIENCE” 

On the summit of the terrace th@® are 
also traces of another large pillared Áhall, 
which has been identified as the “Hall of 
Special Audience.’’ Both were described by 
a contemporary traveller from Africa—the 
Qasi Ibn Batuta—but have never hitherto 
been identified. 

Archzxological research in India has been 
seriously hampered this year by the economy 
“cuts,” and only £1,500 was available for 
excavation. But valuable discoveries con- 
tinue to be made at Taxila, where Sir John 
Marshall brought to light another Buddist 
monastery, the largest so far discovered in 
North-West India. 

In a copper-plate inscription in Pharoshthi 
characters this monastery is called by the 
name of Chadasila, and dated with a year 
corresponding approximately with 76 A.D. 
This record is impértant, as it supplies a 
reliable basis for dating the “Gandhara 
sculptures, which exemplify. the influence of 
Greece on the Indian tradition, 


SCRIPT MYSTERY 

At Nalanda another Buddhist monastery 
was unearthed, together with no fewer than 
75 bronze, copper or stone images. These 
tend to disprove the theory that similar 
bronze statues previously found had been 
either imported from Java, or were the work 
of Javanese artists brought over to India. 
It now seems almost certain that they are all 
the work of local metal-casters. 

Researches have also continued with a view 
to deciphering the Indus Valley script, and 
Mr. C. J. Gadd, of the British Museum, has 
raised hopes of finding the key through bi- 
lingual inseriptions in Iraq.. Mr. M. G. de 
Hevery has also discovered that the Indus 
Valley script’ shows considerable similarities

One related, as he would put it, to 
the purchase and acquisition by the Con- 
densed Milk Company of the share capital of 
the Newmarket Dairy Company, The second 
was a transaction by which the formeg com- 
pany sold the whole of its business and un- 
dertakings and all its assets, including those 
formerly held by the Newmarket Dairy Com- 
y, to the Irish Frée State Government. 
he first transaction took place towards the 
end of 1925 and the earlier part of 1926, and 
the second transaction early in 1927. Both 
those companies were engaged in the Mmanu- 
facture of dairy produce and its marketing, 
and carried on a very extensive business. 
Though separate companies, they were inter- 
connected from the start in some respects, in- 
asmuch as the property acquired by both had 
originally belonged to the defendant, Mr. 
O'Shaughnessy, and was taken over by the 
two companies when they were floated. 
Plaintiffs alleged that the accounts and bal- 
ance shéets of the Dairy Company subinitted 
to them for the years 1922-24 were false and 
inaccurate, and did not truly represent the 
financial position of the Dairy Company, The 
Dairy Company was a concern with 
several branches in different rts of 
Ireland—Dublin, Callan, Newmarket, etc. 
But they also had a branch known 
as the “Bridge Mills,” Fermoy, which 
was more of a milling concern than a dairy 
company. Counsel believed it originally be- 
longed to Mr. O’Shaughnessy, who sold it to 
the Dairy Company. Plaintiffs alleged that 
the accounts submitted to their representative, 
Mr. Elliott, did not include those of the 
Bridge Mills branch, which was, in fact, a 
heavy liability instead of an asset worth over 


£6,000. 
TOO COMPLICATED 


A member of the jury, intervening, said 
that this was a complicated case, and should 
be tried by a jury of accountants. 

When the Court was adjourning for 
luncheon, the foreman of the jury again 
raised the question of the complicated nature 
of the case, and said that it was too compli- 
cated for the jury. 

After the adjournment, the Attorney-

The hearing of the appeal in the case of 
Miss Mary ese and her sister, Miss 
Elizabeth Donnelly, of 23 Upper Gardiner 
street, Dublin, against John O'Neill, of 42 
Eccles street, Dublin, was concluded. The 
SEE" had moved for judgment in the High 
ourt for possession of the back drawingroom 
of 42 Eccles street, Dublin, which had been 
let by them to the defendant as tenant from 
week to week. It was stated on their behalf 
that they purchased the house with vacant 
ossession, subsequent to the passing of the 
ncrease of Rent and Mortgage Interest (Re- 
strictions) Act, 1926; and that by reason of 
that, and of the fact that the poor law valua- 
tion and the standard rent of the entire 
premises were in excess of £20, the entire 
premises were de-controlled. The defendant 
contended that as on apportionment the poor 
law valuation of the back drawingroom 
would be much less than £20, the room 
was subject to the provisions of 
the Increase of Rent and Mortgage 
Interest (Restrictions) Act, 1923. The High 
Court held that, by virtue of Section 5 Sub- 
Section (1) of the Increase of Rent and 
Mortgage Interest (Restrictions) Act, 1926, no 
part of the premises became subject to control 
by reason of the sub-letting of a portion of 
them ; and that the provisions of the Increase 
of Rent and Mortgage Interest (Restrictions) 
Acts, 1923-1931, did not apply to the premises. 
From this judgment the defendant now 
appealed.

Mr. Maguire, presenting the case to tha 
jury, said that Martin Conway had serve) 
through the Great War in the Munster 
Fusiliers, and was,in receipt of a disabikty 
pension of 16s; a week up to his death. Up» 
to the day previous to his death he was 
able to go about. He was married in 19/8 
to the accused woman, and there were seven 
children, the youngest being a year old. 

From some time in 1931 until July of 1933 
there lived with the Conway family a may 
named Rahilly, whose name would fiu

“I AM POISONED ” 


On the morning of his death Conway, who 
was sleeping in the kitchen, asked for salts. 
The prisoner sent out her daughter, Chris. 
tina, to an adjacent shop for the salts, and 
when it was brought in she put a dose of 
what purported to be salts into a brown 
mug. She gave it to her husband, who at, 
ghce complained of its bitterness, and got 
some sugar and a sweet from his little dan. 
ters to take away the taste. Later they went 
out with a donkey, and as they wert to tha 
corner of the house one of the children was 
attracted by the screaming of her father, who 
said, “Í am poisoned.” He was suffering in, 
tense agony, and said: “ Liz, you have 
soned me, but I forgive you.” Martin Con. 
way died soon afterwards. On examination 
of organs of the deceased man a total of 
1.24 grains of strychnine was found, and the 
sediment in the mug contained .26 grains, 


QUARRELS ALLEGED 


Counsel alleged that it was the accused 
woman who administered the poison to her 
husband. He stated that a man named 
Rahilly, who lived in the house. with the 
Conways, was a constant source of annoyanca 
to Conway. They had frequent quarrels, and 
on ore occasion Martin Conway beat Rahilly 
on the public street. Rahilly, who was un- 
married, was also an Army pefsioner. Since 
Rahilly came to the house two of the vounger 
children were born. On one occasion the ac. 
cused woman referred to her husband as “a 
crippled old ——” ; and in the month of April 
last she said to a friend: “ I hope to God that 
the crippled old — will be dead before I 
get home.” Counsel said that the three lead- 
ing points in the case were:—(1) Had the 
prisoner the opportunity to administer tha 
poisor? (2) Had she the means? and (3) had 
she the motive? He submitted that she had 
all three, and that the accused woman was 
“carrying on” with Rahilly, and was 
anxious to get rid of her unfortunate husband 
in order that she could carry on further with 
Rahilly. 

Eileen Conway (15), the eldest daughter of 
the accused weman, examined by Mr. 
Maguire, stated that on May 24, when sha 
got up, she went into the kitchen, and saw 
her sister, Christina, come in with bread. an 
egg and a packet of salts. Christina handed 
the packet of salts to her mother, who was

DIFFICULTIES OF| 


UNDERSTANDING 
THE UNIVERSE: 


a come : 
' GOAL OF MAN’S 
ACTIVITY 


The difficulties with which Thought is con- 
fronted were discussed by Dr. Albert 
Schweitzer in one of the Gifford lectures 
delivered in the Rainy Hall, New College, 
Edinburgh. The lecture was one of a series 
of ten on “ The Problem of Natural Theology 
and Natural Ethics.” 

Dr. Schweitzer said that the difficulties 
might be divided into two classes, preliminary 
and essential. The preliminary difficulties 
were concerned with the question in how far 
the universe of our imagination corresponded 
to the universe as it was in reality. The 
essential difficulties, on the other hand, re- 
lated to the problem how the universe could 
be so understood by us that our spirit could 
be in harmony with the spirit of the universe. 

Abstract thought, therefore, was like a 
burglar who first had to break through the 
door of the room and then open the safe. 
Modern European thought had really devoted 
more study to the preliminary difficulties than 
to the essential. 

The most extreme assumption found in 
Indian as in European thought was that the 
world without us was born of our imagi- 
nation. Those who assumed that the universe 
was something spiritual which, because of our 
curious faculty of knowledge, we first recog- 
nised as something material—that is to say, 
as something within time and space, ap- 
proached the problem of the theory of know- 
ledge more reasonably. This was something 
like the standpoint of Kant. 

In connection with this general problem of 
the theory of knowledge, there was the ques- 
tion whether the law of causality was 
absolute, and, if this be the case, how the free 
will which we believe we possess could be 
explained. 

' These problems cannot be solved theoreti- 

cally,’ added Dr. Schweitzer. ‘It is, of 
course, the duty of philosophy to be occupied 
unceasingly with the analysis of our capacity 
for knowledge, and to try to get clear as to 
what is given objectively in our conceptions 
and what belongs to our manner of represent- 
ing them. 
“ But it is of no great importance to the 
urglar if he te Bo in breaking the lock 
n the door of the room he wants to get into, 
or with a good push he might have forced 
he door itself. In reality, natural science 
and abstract thought are, in spite of all, com- 
pelled to regard the universe of their imagina- 
tion as real. As Hume pointed out long ago, 
‘| scepticism based on the theory of know- 
ledge loses its validity and its significance as 
soon as man begins to be active in the world. 
No theories about the theory of knowledge 
and no opinions about the law of causalit 
can take from man the conviction that his 
actions are founded on a free decision of his 
wil, and that he is responsible for them.” 


MAN’S GOAL 


The essential difficulties of thought went 

back to the fact that man sought to under- 
stand what happens in the universe as being 
analogous to his own activity. His activity 
was directed towards a goal. This goal was 
the preservation and highest possible per- 
lection of life. All that the individual or 
society as a whole undertook was in the last 
resort directed towards the creation of better 
conditions for the maintenance and perfection 
of human life, not only materially. but 
spiritually. So we also ascribed a goal to 
the activity of creative will in the universe, 
and we should like to assume that this goal 
somehow or other was equivalent to the exist- 
ence of a highly developed and ethical human 
race. But the universe could not be inter- 
preted in this sense. 
_ Our earth was quite a small thing in the in- 
unite greatness of the universe—a mere speck 
oi dust. How then could we assume that the 
sim of the universe was fulfilled in the life 
that existed on this earth? The earth was 
long without life. It was only for a mere 
second that life had existed upon it, and, 
perhaps, it would only last for a second. The 
mmest alteration in the atmospheric condi- 
ons on the earth could render the life now 
ound upon it impossible. And the existence 
mankind was constantly threatened by the 
rery life upon the earth. There was a con- 
tant struggle going on between us and 
yacteria and other minute organisms. With 
he help of science and the protective sub- 
tances found within us we had defeated some 
nost violent attacks. But no one could say 
what would be the final issue. | 

“And how much do men themselves do to 
imperil the existence of mankind?’’ asked Dr. 
Schweitzer. ‘The most highly developed 
peoples are beginning to G@isappear. We 
must not be deceived by the great crowds we 
see in our cities, The figures given during 
the last few years by statisticians tell a dread- 
ful tale. 5 

‘‘In what happens in the universe no aim 
at all can be discovered. It is true that, in 
nature we find a wonderful adaptation of

means to ends. But this is always only 
concerned with individual things, ard not 
with work in common for common ends. What 
{s full of meaning and what is senseless, what 


is horrible and what is glorious, are side by 
side inthe world, Creative power acts de- 
structively and destructive power creatively. 

The world presents the terrible spectacle 
of will-to-live divided against itself. One life 
was to be maintained at the cost of the exist- 
ence and well-being of other lives, Nothing 
corresponding to the ethical feeling which we 
carry in our hearts can be discovered in the 
history of the universe.” 

The world remained to us an. absolute 
enigma. This was the tremendous difficulty 
which confronted abstract thought.

EW who traverse St. Stephen’s Green 
Park in Dublin pause to give a thought 
to the medieval institution from which 

that part.of the city derived its name; fewer 
would connect the name of the martyred 
saint with the title of the street—Mercer 
street—which leads off Stephen street. Yet 
at that spot, on the western bounds of the 
old Norsemen’s “Lands of Steyne,”’ there 


Stood in the Middle Ages a “‘lazar’’ (leprosy 
hospital, the name of which is 
in the “ Area of the Green of St. Stephen.” 
Whatever ood the Crusaders may have 
done during their excursions abroad, they did 
& disservice here by bringing back the dread 
RR of leprosy ; so, under the care of religious 
rders, t ““larar”' hospitals were main- 
tained in Dublin, and one of 


them 
was that which covered the ground upon 


which ‘ Mercer’s ” stands. Here is Dublin's 
oldest occupied hospital site, which is referred 
to in thirteenth century documents as forming 
a part of the land ‘properties of the Nunnery 
of St. Mary del Hogges. It is not now known 
as what period the Nunnery of St. Stephen 
was merged with another Order; but it seems 
that the needy sick were given medical care 
near the site down to the time when the 
Huguenots came to Dublin, after the revoca- 
tion of the Edict of Nantes; and the “ stone 
house,” mentioned, by Sir William Fownes to 
Dean Swift, as standing on the site of the 
original hospital chapel and churchyard, was 
inherited from her father by Mary Mercer 
early in the eighteenth century. In that house, 
in 1731, Mary opened her little charitable 
institution to accommodate ten poor girls. 


Early Foundations 


When Mary Mercer's hospital was estab- 
lished Madam Grizelda Steevens already had 
founded the establishment bearing her name, 
which afterwards (in 1733) .was ready to re- 
ceive patients, and ambitious surgeons had 
formed the clinic in 1721, which became 
known as the Charitable Infirmary (now 
Jervis Street Hospital).. ‘‘ Mercer’s,’ as we 
now know it, really was founded in 1734, 
because in that year the donor, realising the 
-vaster scope for humanitarian work, forsook 
her first ideas and transferred the building 
aud funds to the care of a board of trustees 
for the benefit of “all distressed and infirm 
poor persons suffering from diseases of 
dangerous and hazardous cure.” 

“ Mercer's,” like the other early. hospitals, 
at first was wholly dependent upon voluntary 
contributions, and the next after Mary’s 
initial monetary gift of £568—the first entry 
in the list of benefactions—was £50 from 
the Dublin Municipal Council. Another item 
of interest, in 1738, was’ £805 6s. 6d., ‘‘ Got 
by First Lottery.’’ : ' 

Physicians and surgeons in the city gave 
their services willingly, without. fees or re- 
wards, and several apothecaries and druggists 
subscribed to defray the costs of medicines. 

As contributions increased accommodation 
was extended, and -within the first few years 
the house was rebuilt, and the number of 
beds was increased to forty by a generous 
legacy, in 1734, and the gift of some adjoin- 
ing ground by the Archdeacon. of Dublin. 
In 1740 the Daunt Ward was founded with 
a sum of money willed by Surgeon George 
Daant, of 24 William street, and, in much 
later years, another practitioner, Dr. Edward 
Ledwich, bequeathed the funds to found the 
ward which bears his name. 


Rattner the Funds 


The whole story of how our earliest hos- 
pitals—‘‘ Mercer’s ' especially—were financed 
would make very interesting reading to-day. 
Certainly there was no lack of ‘initiative or 
x, wees in the efforts of the friends - of 
‘*Mercer’s’’ during the two hundred years 
in which, “ Mary's little house of ten beds ”’ 
grew into the great infirmary ‘in which more 
than nineteen thousand patients received 
treatment. last year. alge 

The gentry in Dublin—when Dublin was a 
true social, Georgian , city—soon - took 
““Mercer's,” and the charitable infirmary, 
into their care; so, we find it recorded, the 
‘‘ Bull’s . Head Society '’—afterwards the 
‘Charitable Musical Society ’’—periodically 
presented entertainments for ‘the benefit of 
these two medical charities. _ 

Casting the imagination back to those gay 
days, we can get a mind-picture of the 
musicians and choristers: going from the 
cathedrals to perform before a social club, 
in a tavern, to raise funds for Mercer's 
Hospital.. On the more serious side we can 
imagine “John Walker, ‘author of ‘ The 
Pronouncing Dictionary ” and “ A Rhyming 
Dictionary,” lecturing on English Phonetics 
for the same deserving object. It is true 
that Dean Swift referred to the performers 
as a ‘‘ Nest of fiddlers in Fishamble street ay 
but the Dean himself was ‘supporting the 
charity, and afterwards, on the’ suggestion 
of Sir William Fownes, he‘ instituted his 
own hospital. 

In January of 1742, a deputation reported 
to the Governors of Mercer's Hospital that: 

‘The Dean and Chapter of St. Pat- 

rick’s are ready to concur with the Dean 
and Chapter of Christ Church in permitting 
the choir to assirt at the musical perform- 
arces of the Philharmonick Society, if the 
Dean~and Chapter of Christ Church will 
concur with them in permitting the choir 
to assist at Mr. Handel's. They think that 
every argument in favour of the one may

** Mercer’s’’ finances by special collections at 
Services which offered pleasing attractions to 
the devout parishioners; and the early Dub- 
lin newspapers containe several references to 
the inclusion of Hiandel’s Te Deum and other 
“ church musick.” A report in Faulkner's 
Journal naively informed the public that those 
new works by the great composer were “ ren- 
dered “with the greatest decency and exact- 
ness."’ That was previous to Handel’s visits 
to Dublin; and it is, indeed, very probable 
that ‘the enthusiasm with which his works 
were received here inspired him to get away 
from what he called the ‘‘ dulcet dulness”’ of 
the English ‘capital and try his fortunes in 
this city. 

An object of interest in the Boardroom 
of Mercer's Hospital is a mezzotint engrav- 
ing of Handel by Andrew Miller, of Hogg 
Hill (St. Andrew street), from 2 portrait by 
Thomas Hudson, accou:wed by the donor to 
have been “ the Master of Sir Joshua Rey- 
nolds.”’ 


The Family of Mercer 


The Governors of Mercer’s Hosnital were 
incorporated as ‘‘a Body to continue for 
ever,” by an, Act of the Irish Parliament in 
1750. Since that time the institution. has, of 
course, been improved, extended and rebgilt, 
so that nothing remains of Mary Mercer's 
original ‘‘ little stone house.” 

Some writers on the history of Dublin have 
attributed the. derivation of the . name 
**Mercer”’' as applied to the hospital and 
Mercer street to the Huguenot silk-mercers 
who dwelt in the neighbourhood; but the 
hospital authorities prove that the family 
whose name is perpetuated in their institution 
was of Scottish origin: 

‘“‘Sae sicker ‘tis as onie thing on earth, 
The Mercers, aye, are oulder than ould 
Perth.” 

Dr: George Mercer was Vice-Provost and 
Fellow of T.C.D, and a Fellow of the College 
of Physicians, Little is known about his 
daughter Mary’s life in her later years, after 
she had founded the hospital, which is, in 
truth, a memorial sufficient to her name and 
charity; but the name “ Mary Mercer ’’ pro- 
bably still: is discernible on a headstone in 
Rathmichael Churchyard: There: she was 
buried in the family burial ground.

At Howth District Court vesterdav, before 
District Justice Reddin, Francis McDonald 
and forty-four other tenants of ex-soldiers’ 
houses in Killester appeared to defend pro- 
ceedings taken against them by the Dublin 
Corporation for the recovery of rates, 

Mr. McCarthy, K.C. (instructed by Mr. J. 
1. Dixon, solicitor). appearing for the de- 
fendants, said that his clients were occupying 


houses by virtue of an agreement between 
the tenants and the Irish Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Land Trust. 


The matter of the ownership of the houses 
had recently been the subject of litigation 
in the Supreme Court, which had decided 
that these people were entitled to the 
occupation of the houses without payment of 
rent, 

There were, however, other questions which 
might be raised in respect of the occupation 
of the houses. It would have to be decided— 
(1) Was the occupancy of these people at all 
a rateable one; (2) were the properties in 
fact Crown lands and, therefore, out of the 
jurisdiction of the Corporation and the 
authorities; and (ó) if the lands were a 
charitable trust. These questions were being 
considered, and also the questions of whether 
or not proceedings would be taken in the 
High Court. He would, therefore, ask that 
the cases be adjourned until next February 
pending the consideration of these points. 

The Justice asked if any steps towards 
proceedings had been taken, and Mr. 
McCarthy replied that the case had been 
submitted to counsel for consideration. 

Mr. T. F. Burke, solicitor, appearing for 
the Corporation, said that a number of the 
tenants were paying their rates, but if 
the present proceedings were adjourned 
they would cease to pay and have diffi- 
culty in making payments in the future. 
The only defence open to the defendants was 
a claim for exemption from payment. He 
must ask the Justice to make a decree, 
otherwise he would be compelled to seek a. 
mandamus order. : 

District Justice Reddin said that it an- 
peared that, it, was the wish oí the defendants 
to argue that the property was held on a 
charitable trust, and, therefore, was exempt 
from any liability for the payment of rates; 
to argue, in effect, that the land was the 
property of the British Government. The 
only defence to these summonses was an 
appeal on the grounds that the rate was 
beyond the jurisdiction of the Corporation. 

The fact that counsel was being consulted 
was not sufficient ground for granting an 
adjournment. He would give a decree in 
respect of Francis McDonald, and adjourn

Dublin Gngravers 


The uction of the mezzotinto 
engraving of George Frederick Handel, 
which appears on another page, is of 
special interest as it seems to be one which 
was unknown to Gilbert, the historian, 
who catalogued Miller’s works. Andrew 
Miller, of Hogg Hill (St. Andrew street), 
was one of many notable Dublin engravers 
of the eighteenth century ; but, unlike the 
others who were driven abroad by want of 
appreciation, he remained and died in the 
city. His best known portraits are those 


. of such celebrated personages as Dean 


Swift, Archbishop Ussher, Charles Lucas, 
and Margaret Woffington. This depart- 
ment of art was brought to a very high 
standard under the patronage of the 
Royal Dublin Society, whose records dis- 
close the fact that the best engravers in 
London, at the period, were natives of 
Ireland. 


“Ghe Cork Hill School 


Another engraver of great merit was 
John Brooks, who resided at the sign of 
“ Sir Isaac Newton’s Head,” on Cork 
Hill. When Brooks, who received Royal 

atronage, departed for London, his house 
 ggárt occupied by his eontemporary, 
Michael Ford, who changed the sign to 
that of “ Vandyke’s Head.” Gilbert has 
left us lists of the marks executed by these 
artists. Brooks was the teacher of 
Spooner, Purcel, Hotuston—whose portrait 
of Mrs. Brooks, from a painting by Wor- 
lidge, was considered to be one of the most 
pleasing engravings of the century—and, 
greatest of them all, James MacArdel, 
who, born in Greek street, went to seek 
encouragement in England, where he 
became the most skilful mezzotinto en- 
graver of his time. The achievement of 
eminence by these men is attributed to 
the depth, softness and finish in their 
work.

Having introduced a process of painting 
in enamel colours to burn on 'china, he 
quarrelled with all with whom he had to 
do, and finally devoted his abilities to 
some disreputable works for publication. 


December Sales 


The Newmarket December Sales are, 
after Doncaster, the most important sales 
of the year in the world. Better prices 
are obtained there for horses in training, 
brood mares, and other stock than at any 
other of the Newmarket sales. I hear 
Overcoat, Major Dixon’s three-year-old 


colt, is to be put up for auction at these 


sales next month. Overcoat, who is an 
Apron colt out of Beggar, is sure to fetch 
a good price. He ran well at Liverpool, 
although he did not win. He is now at 
Middleham. Major Dixon bred Overcoat 
at Owenstown, Maynooth, his own stud 
farm, where Poor Man, one of the most 
successful sires in Ireland at present 
stands. Poor Man’s list is, I hear, full 
for 1935, not surprising when one remem- 
bers the good account which his progeny 
has rendered of itself this season. Go no 
further than Gold Maid and you get an 
idea of the reputation as a winner-getter 
which the Owenstown sire has established 
for himself. Sir Thomas Dixon is selling 
his two-year-old Ballah, by Poor Man, at 
the December Sales, and another two-year- 
old of his—Liscloon, by Greek Bachelor, 
is also going up. In speaking of Overcoat, 
it is noteworthy that Apron, his sire, who 
is the property of Mr, Frank Tuthill, has 
produced winners this season of over 
£6,000 in stakes in England. 


Limerick Players 


The advent of the Birr Little Theatre 
must be regarded as evidence of the in- 
terest taken in drama in the provinces. 
In his opening address, however, Mr. T. 
C. Murray suggests that such enterprises 
too frequently fade out. This, writes a 
correspondent, is unfortunately only too 
true, but it will be interesting to Mr. 
Murray and others to know that the 
College Players, of Limerick, founded in 
1926 as the first Little Theatre group in 
Ireland, are not only still in existence, 
but are extremely active. This group 
will be remembered for its fine perform-

In 1929, owing to the general depres- 
sion caused by the advent of the talkies, 
these Limerick players were obliged, for 
economic reasons, to suspend activities. 
They did not, however, disband, and they 
re-appeared in the 1932 Tailteann contest 
to gain fourth place. The all-round high 
standard that year. was such that some- 
thing like six marks separated the winning 
group from that at the foot of the list. 

Last season the College Players resumed 
operations, and made three productions, 
each of which played for a full week to 
very large audiences. Opening in October 
with the American comedy, ‘‘The Show- 
Off,,’’ they attempted the very ambitious 
“ R.U.R.,” and caused surprise by the 
manner of its staging and presentation. 
This was followed by Edmond Rostand’s 
“ The Man I Killed,’’ which also called

An €&xplanation 


An explanation which throws a little 
more light on the subject is that all words 
have two meanings. They have the prac- 
tical meaning given in a dictionary, and 
they have meanings of association. Thus, 
the beauty of Mr. Pound’s short poem 
seems not to be in the statement that 
the season of spring is or was too long 
for his liking; to appreciate it the mind 
of the reader must be left open to receive 
the associations the words may possess for 
him. The advantage appears to be that 
every reader makes the message of the 
poem for himself. The main object is to 
set the imagination and not the intellect 
working ; but has that not been the object 
of poetry since time began? The only 
difference is that orthodox poets try to 
set the imagination working in harmony 
with the ideas they wish to express; what- 
ever ideas the new school have to convey 
are left for the reader to discover for him- 
self. The fact that he may discover some- 
thing entirely different to that which the 
poet intended does not seem to enter into 
the question at all. What, for instance, 
would he find in this extract from another 
modern, Miss Gertrude Stein? ‘‘ Anyhow 
means strong strong with as will will with 
as sign sign with as west west with as 
most most with as reason réason to be lest 
lest they did when when they did not for 
they did there and theirs.” 


Ghe Provok'd Wife 


It will be curious to discover what the 
reaction among the Dublin theatre-going 
public will be when “The Provok’ 
Wife ’’ is produced at the Gate Theatre 
this week. It was first performed in 
Dublin at the Smock Alley Theatre on 
July 31st, 1738, and was revived fifty-nine 
times during the next) century, and during 
this period both Quinn and Sheridan 
played the part of Sir John Brute, while 
this was also Garrick’s favourite part, and 
a contemporary said of his performance 
here that his acting in the drunken scene 
was irresistible.

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E hear a great deal about the in- 
fluence of the films, and I wonder 
if that influence has ever been invoked 
more consciously, or with a more telling 
effect, than in this week’s picture at the 
Metropole, ‘‘ The House of ild ’’? 
To say that the film is pro-Jewish pro- 
paganda might seem to imply a sneer at 
it, but no sneer is intended. It is a fine 
piece of work, and it loses nothing for 
carrying its message so very plainly. t 
message is a plea for toleration of the 
Jews—and a reminder, perhaps, that it 
pays to tolerate them. 

“The House of Rothschild’? was made 
about the same time as the anti-Jewish 
disturbances in Germany were taking 
place, and surely we cannot be far wrong 
in thinking that it was designed as a 
protest against them. The story traces 
the rise of the famous house at the 
beginning of the nineteenth century, and, 
as far as the plot is concerned, it is an 
exciting piece of biography. High finance 
and its complications might not seem an 
easy matter for the film producer, but the 
issue has not been shirked, and the 
merge does show quite lucidly why and 

ow the Rothschilds obtained their 
enormous power. Yet it goes further than 
biography. All through the film runs old 
Meyer Rothschild’s plea on behalf of his 
race—the right to “ walk the world with 
dignity ' — and the audience is led, 
naturally and almost unconsciously, to 
relate his ‘gow to modern Europe. In the 
pogroms of the Frankfort ghetto it sees the 
FE of modern Berlin, and in the 
ailure of another generation to ‘‘ do “ith- 
out the Jews ” it sees, perhaps, the hint 
that Hitler may fail, too,

Arliss has seldom done better. Mr. Arliss 
is one of those unlucky actors who are 
seized upon by producers to act in any 
kind of part, whether it suits them or 
not.

Dr. Maxwell gave a very comprehensive 
review of the period. telling her audience 
that Dublin was then the fifth capital in 
Europe, and possessed a vigorous stage, 
which formed an excellent nursery for actors 
whose ambition it was to go to London, She 
instanced Peg Woffington and others, who 
made their names at Covent Garden and 
Drury Lane; David Garrick and Anne 
Bellamy. She mentioned the various 
theatres in Dublin, and especially Thomas 
Sheridan’s success at the Smock Alley 
Theatre. She described the boisterous 
audiences, who often expressed disapproval 
by the throwing of apples and oranges, and 
even bottles. 

The Gentleman’s Theatre in Fishamble 
street was much frequented by the aristocracy, 
but even here rowdyism in the theatre some- 
times developed into riots outside. 

Dr. Maxwell said that the period was an 
age of good acting, when actors got behind

The 
charm of the theatre as a meeting-place had 
died in modern times. People were in the 
habit of decrying the eighteenth century 
theatre, but there was a great deal to be said 
for it. It was certainly a place where the 
public could express themselves. In Dublin 
they still had this tradition of the eighteenth 
century, because our people were less re- 
pressed than other theatre audiences. 

As evidence of that he referred to the 
action of the audience at the Abbey Theatre 
at the production of the plays. ‘‘ The Plough 
und the Stars ” and “The Playboy of the 
Western World.” In Continental theatres, 
he said, the playwright and actors could 
never get a play over at all unless they 
appealed to what Shakespeare called the 
‘“groundlings,’’ and they always wrote 
14g petiointes in order to try to secure 
the groundlings.

M London, Secretary to the Indian 

Students’ Union in London, delivered 

an address yesterday to the Dublin Rotary 

Club, the subject of which was “ Caste in 
India.”’ i 

Mr. E. Keith Eason, president, occupied 
the chair. 

In the course of his address the speaker 
said that the caste system had been in 
existence for several centuries, or since about 
two thousand years B.C, Its significance is 
not often understood by the outsider, and 
the only thing that the foreigner thinks is 
that people of different castes do not meet 
or have any dealings with each other. The 
word “caste” is a bad translation of the 
original Sanskrit ‘‘ vana,” the literal mean- 
ing of which is “colour,” so that the caste 
system was in its origin the “colour bar.” 
The problem which the Aryan invader had to 
face was precisely the same as what has to 
be faced to-day by the small group of white 
people who find theiaselves established in 
settlements among very large numbers of 
people, say, in a country like Africa, whom 
they consider to be backward $n civilisation 
and lower in their standards of life. 

The present day outcasts of India are the 
descendants of the dark aboriginal tribes 
whom the Aryan conquered. The reason the 
outcasts were called by this name was that 
they refused to give up the two customs of 
eating the flesh of dead animals and of drink- 
ing toddy, which the Aryans considered to 
be unhygienic. 

The Aryans divided up their society into 
four sections—namely, that of the priest, the 
nobleman, the business man, and the artisan. 
Each had its definite functions to perform in 
society, and it was forbidden for one group 
to encroach into the calling of another. Inter- 
marriage between them was forbidden, and 
especially among the artisans, as the trade 
in India depended on handicrafts, each of 
which had its own secrets. Many of the 
monuments and buildings of India owe their 
origin and their preservation to the rigidity 
with which the caste system was observed.

ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY 
RECITAL | 


There were large audiences’ at both the 
afternoon and evening recitals given at the 
Royal Dublin Society's premises, Ballsbridge, 
Dublin, yesterday, by the Hirsch Quartet— 
Leonard Hirsch (lst violin), Reginald Stead 
(2nd violin), Norman Cunliffem (viola), and 
Haydn Rogerson ('cello). This combination 
was hew to Royal Dublin Society audiences, 
but its members very quickly established 
themselves as an excellent team. As an 
introductory work, they could have selected 
nothing more pleasing, and at the same time 
more effective in bringing out the qualities 
of the quartet in ensemble and the virtuosity 
of the different members, than Beethoven's 
‘String Quartet’’ in E flat. Known as 
The Harp Quartet, it on to the great 
ae s middie period, being published 
in 1809; but it is equal to anything that 
Beethoven did later. In the opening adagio 
movement the Hirsch Quartet immediately 
impressed one with the level quality of their 
ensemble; the parts were beautifully 
balanced, and the tone generally was rich 
and warm. They tee gn á work with a 
nice sense of rhythm, and in this movement 
brought out very effectively in the pizzicato 
passages the harp suggestion from which the 
work derives its title. There was a broad 
flow about the second movement, with the 
first violin singing the melody in lovely, but 
not too pronounced, tone. The conclading 
movement was interesting from the varied 
treatment of the theme, and one noted the 
excellent work of the ’cello, 

It was interesting to find in the programme 
the String Quartet in D minor (Op, 586— 
Voces Intimae) of Sibelius, the outstanding 
composer of Finland, and, indeed, -f all the 
Scandinavian countries during the last thirty 
years. His rise from a state of popularity 
associated with a few minor pieces to a 
position of the first eminence as a symphonist 
is one of the more remarkable events in the 
whole period. He stands out as a Nordic 
type, seemingly having no affinit? with the 
ways of thought of the South. As the Hirsch 
Quartet showed, Sibelius not only exhibits a 
great subtlety in the use of form, but has 
an extraordinary gift for inventing short 
phrases for his own kind of treatment. 
Another very acceptable contribution by 
these players was. the ' Theme and Varia- 
tions’ from Arensky’s ana in A 
minor,” in which was reflected the influence 
of the Russian school.

THE IRISH NEWSPAPERS 


Mr. A. MacLaven, J.P., General Secretary 
of the National Federation, proposing the 
toast of ‘‘ The Press,” said that the Press of 
Ireland was second to none ‘in any country in 
the world in efficiency, enterprise and pro- 
gress. It was one of the steadiest industries 
of any country, and the resylt was to-day 
that the Press had reached almost centralisa- 
tion point. The Press had rivals in wireless 
and cinema news bulletins, but they were 
transient and only of the moment, and if 
people wanted a printed history or record of 
the times. they lived in they had to have the 
morning newspaper. 

The genera; strike in England and the 
newspaper strike in Ireland all went to show 
how indispensable the daily newspapers were. 
After ten weeks the newspapers in Ireland 
came back as steady and even stronger than 
ever. That of itself showed the high regard 
the people had for the newspapers. 


CONCILIATION BOARDS 


Mr. J. C. Dann, Secretary of the Trish 
Newspaper Managers’ Association, said that 
he noticed where a young man, speaking at 
the Rotary Club, had expressed the opinion 
that conciliation would never get anything 
done in a dispute. To that he would say 
that if master and man could not come to- 
gether to discuss the difficulties in a spirit 
of conciliation, goodwill and of trying to reach 
a decision, then they would never be able to 
diseuss their difficulties. Any decision arrived 
at by force was not a settlement. 

The Conciliation Board are meeting on Tues- 
day, and on it depended a great deal. He 
hoped that peace in the industry would not 
be lost, and that they would all be a big 
happy family, marching forward to the 
prosperity of Ireland and their industry. 


THE FEDERATION 


Mr. J, C..M. Eason, M.A., proposing the 
toast of the ‘‘ Federation,” said that the 
Feceration. had achieved great success. 

Mr. M. M. Henderson, replying, spoke of 
the history of the Federation in Ireland since 
its formation in 1916. It would be admitted 
that the brotherhood that they were trying to 
ereate throughout Great Britain and Ireland 
had so far been very successful. The presence 
of the North of Ireland representatives that 
night showed that so far as they, at least. were 
concerned, there were no barriers. They 
wanted contact between the three sections— 
publishers, wholesalers and retailers—to be 
so close that they would be able by concilia- 
tion to solve all their problems. He con- 


gratulated the Trish branch on being the 
only one to win the Federation’s “' blue 
ribbon’’ for showing the largest percentage 


of membership in each year on three succes- 
sive occasions.

in a brown suit, a brown tweed overcoat. 
and a blue and white tie, followed the pro- 
ceedings without any display of feeling. 

His father, step-mother and sister were in 
the Court, as were his wife, Mrs. Stokes, 
Miss Maureen Marie, and Mrs. Marie, his 
mother-in-law. 

. Lovia Marie, of 98 Upper Leeson 
street, a brother-in-law of the accused man 
and of the late Mr. Stokes, said that he 
had known intimately O'Brien for twelve 
peers, and Stokes for seven or eight years. 
some time before the shooting he notived 
that there were differences between the two 
men. On one occasion there was a disagree- 
ment between Mr. and Mrs. O’Brien on the 
one hand, and Mr. and Mrs. Stokes on the 
other. The disagreement arose over a ro- 
mark sup to have been made by Mr. 
Stokes regarding O’Brien’s winnings on dogs. 
There was another argument about Stoke's 
son, Louis, having been sent home without 
his tea from the O’Brien’s house. 

One day prior to the shooting he was at 
O’Brien’s house at Beggar's Bush Barracks. 
Mrs. O’Brien anda friend along with O’Brien 
were present. He heard Mrs. O’Brien say 
that she did not want Mrs. Stokes down, as 
O'Brien would not stay in the house if she 
came. 


A MATTER OF OPINION 


On the day of the shooting he went to 
O'Brien's house, and O’Brien, Mrs, O’Brien. 
and their little girl, Marguerite, were there. 
Mrs. O’Brien asked the witness to drive her 
up to his shop to get some goods. He said 
that he had to do a little business in town. 
but that he would bring her in and then 
take her back to his shop. She went out to 
get ready and left O’Brien and witness in the 
room. The witness upraided O’Brien 
on his attitude towards Mrs. Stokes, 
and said to him that it was not very nice 
for him to insult anybody in his own house 
O’Brien replied that it was a matter of 


| opinion. The witness then said that it was 


contrary to all established convention, and 
O'Brien again replied that it was a matter of 
opinion, The witness asked him to forget 
about it, and said that he hoped that it would 
not mapper ‘any more. O’Brien seemed to be 
quite sober at that time, being as the witness 
had always seen him. The witness drove Mrs, 
O’Brien into the city in his motor car, and 
after doing some business drove her to his 
shop in Leeson street, arriving there about 
5.20 p.m. He supplied Mrs. O’Brien with 
certain goods, and then she left, walking. 
Later that evening he met a Mr. Manthorpe 
in a barber’s shop, and following something 
that the Jatter said, witness went in his car 


after him. He saw the body of Mr. Stokes 
lying in the position described by the other 
witnesses, Mr. Manthorpe and he then drove 
to Beggar's Bush Barracks and stopped their 
car inside the gate. 


THROUGH A WINDOW 


The witness (continuing) said that he 
walked across the yard to O’Brien’s house, 
There were lights in the hall and in the upper 
landing. He shouted through the letter box, 
but could get no reply, so he climbed in 
through the window. He had no firearms 
with him. There was nobody in the house, 
and he drove back to 33 Mespil road, where 
Mrs. O’Brien had arrived. He identified the 
automatic pistol (produced) as the one he had 
seen lying on a cabinet in the room. 

Cross-examined, the witness said that the 
quarrels he had referred to happened in 
October. 

Mrs. Bridget Marie, mother-in-law of the 
accused man and of the late Mr. Stokes, said 
that she had been living with her unmarried 
daughter, Maureen; Mrs. Gabriel Stokes, and 
her husband, Mr. John Stokes; and their son, 
Louis, Stokes. Her other daughter was 
married to Commandant O’Brien. Mr. Stokes 
and his wife lived in the top flat of the house, 
which consisted of a diningroom, a bedroom, 
and kitchenette. Up to Mr. Stokes’s death, 
Mr. and Mrs. Stokes and she lived on the best 
of terms, while Commandant O’Brien and his

DAY OF THE SHOOTING 


On the day of the shooting Mr. and Mrs. 
Stokes went out in the afternoon with their 
child, Louis, and returned about 6 p.m.

O'Brien called to see the witness and remained 
about twenty minutes. She left between 5 
and 6 p.m. While she was talking to Mrs. 
O’Brien, Mr. and Mrs. Stokes entered and 
passed up the stairs, and while she was pre- 
pening for tea the witness heard a knock at the 

all-door. It was Mr. O’Brien, He asked if Jack 

(Mr. Stokes) was in, and the witness said that 
he was. O’Brien then went into the sitting- 
| room and said that he wanted to see Jack. 
She said that Mr. Stokes had some friends. 
The maid having ‘called him, Mr. Stokes 
came down to the sittingroom.and stood with 
his back to the fire, while Mr, O'Brien stood 
directly opposite him, the diningroom table 
being between them, As she was walking 
round the table she saw a revolver lying on 
it.. She said to Mr. Stokes: ‘‘ What i that 
Jack?” as she thought that it was a toy 
belonging to Mr. Stokes's son. Mr. Stokes 
replied :— 


“ IT’S A GUN 99 


“It’s a gun, Mrs. Marie; it’s a real one, 
and be careful.” The witness walked to the 
window. Mrs. Stokes then came into the 
room and went over beside Mr. Stokes, facing 
Commandant O’Brien. As the witness’s hear- 
ri Meng very bad, she did not hear what 
O’Brien was saying. She was looking at him 
all the time, however, and noticed that. he 
looked straight at Mr. Stokes, as if he were 
accusing him. She then heard him say some- 
thing, and Mr. Stokes, who was standing with 
his arms folded, said: ‘ Well, Leo, up till 
last night— She then saw O’Brien take 
from his pocket a gun and fire three shots at 
Mr. Stokes. Blood oozed from Mr. Stokes’s 
mouth,, He said: ‘Oh, my God,” and 
ve Lón to the door. The maid held him 
until he collapsed. Commandant O’Brien then 
placed the gun in his pocket coolly, went out 
to the hall, and put on his hat, The witness 
called him a murderer as he passed out to the 
hall When he reached the street he mounted 
a bicycle and rode away, The witness shouted 
to some passers-by to run for a priest and to 


inform the Guards that a man was shot. 
O’Brien went in the direction of Baggot 
street. Shortly afterwards the Guards 
arrived. 


Miss Maireen Marie, 33 Mespil road, said 
that she had visited the house of her brother 
when in Upper Leeson street on one occasion, 


Stokes and others were present. They were 
talking about Louis having been sent home 
without getting his tea from Beggar’s Bush, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Stokes were complaining 
of it. Since that time she had never seen 
Stokes and O'Brien together, and there seemed 
to be a strain between both parties. 


THREE SHOTS 


‘ On Saturday, November 3, about 5.30, Mrs. 
O’Brien chlled at 33 Mespil road. The Stokes’ 
were not there at the time, There was a 
conversation between her mother and Mrs. 
O’Brien, and the witness joined in it, Mrs. 
O’Brien left before the Stokes’ returned. 
About 6 p.m. Mr. and Mrs. Stokes and their 
child returned, and some time later, when she 
was talking to the Stokes’, there was a knock 
on the door. 

Mr. Stokes left the room, and about three 
minutes later the witness followed him into 
the front room. Mr. Stokes and her mother 
were facing O’Brien, while a revolver was 
lying on the table between the two men, She 
subsequently gave the revolver to the police. 
She heard Stokes say to her mother: * This 
is a real gun; be careful.” He also said; I 
want you to witness that it was handed to 
me.” The little bov then entered the room, 
and she heard O’Brien say: “ You have 
finished my life with Leonie; I am going to 
finish vours now.” The witness then took 
the child into the hall, and remained there, 
She then heard the reports of three shots in 
euick succession. The shots were fired abont 
three seconds after O’Brien’s remarks. She 
screamed and then went, into the room, where 
she saw Stokes in a chair. Mrs. Stokes tried 
to keep O’Brien in the room, but he forced 
his way out 

This concluded the evidence. 

Mr. Haugh, who (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor) appeared for the State, said 
that in order to complete the evidence an- 
other full day would be required. In view 
of the fact that the Central Criminal Court 
was sitting at present, the prosecution were 
desirous of concluding the evidence as soon 
as possible : 

The accused man was remanded in custody 
until next Saturday.

BURGLARY 


‘FOUND IN A 
HAYSTACK 


PROPERTY OF THE 
LATE LORD FISHER 


N the night. of November 30, 1935 a 

O burglar broke into Kilverstone Hall 
Thetford, and stole the Stars and 

Orders dnd miniature medals of the late 
Admiral of the Fleet, Lord Fisher of 
Kilverstone. 
The burglar also took six very rare 
porcelain figures and a few pi silver. 
Among. the latter was a life-size figure of 
a hawk, presented to the Admiral the 
late Admiral chs a and a cigarette box given 
by King Edward VII, ' 
About five months after the burglary, in 
consequence of certain information received, 
a further search was made under a small 
haystack standing on the lawn at Kilver- 
stone, Under the hay and wet leaves 
were found all the missing porcelain 
figures, two of them in a broken condition, 
and most of the silver, this being in an 
absolutely untarnished condition. 
This haystack had been examined at the 
time of the burglary, and early in the spring 
about one-third of it had been removed to 
the stables, leaving the ground bare where 
this portion had stood. On ..ither occasion 
were any of the stolen articles discovered, 
and when found they were distribute? 
evenly over the whole length of what then 
remained of the stack, Obviously they had 
been replaced. 
A short while before this two boys play- 
ing below a culvert at Shadwell Court, some 
three miles to the east of Kilverstone, had 
recovered from the stream two minor articles 
of silver that had formed part of the 
burglary, thus showing that the burglar had 
passed that way. 


MEDALS STILL MISSING 

The recovery of the articles under the 
haystack has been kept secret in the hope 
that further information might be elicited 
leading to the recovery of the missing Stars, 
Orders ahd miniature medals, This hope 
has, unfortunately, not materialised, and 
the stolen property is now being returned by 
the ae to Kilverstone Hall, 

After the robbery had taken place, Lord 

Fisher issued an appeal for their return. 
‘“ The value of all these medals aad decora- 
tions,” he said, ‘‘ has been assessed at £1, 
but to me they are invaluable for ‘the 
memories they recall.” 
Lord Fisher is the second Baron. He was 
formerly in the Indian Civil Service. He 
succeeded his father, Admiral of the Fleet 
Lord Fisher, in 1920.

Free Beef 


We wonder how those Free State farmers 
who voted so gaily for Fianna Táil at the 
last two elections are relishing the way in 
which the Minister for Agriculture is deal- 
ing with them. In his broadcast speech 
last week Dr. Ryan gave the members of 
the cattle trade clearly to understand that 
they must obey him as implicitly as the 
rank and file of an army obeys its 
commander-in-chief. On Saturday last 
Mr. Twomey, of the Department of Agri- 
culture, underlined the Minister's state- 
ments. He told the cattle traders that 
certain regulations had been magle by the 
Government, and that there would be no 
future in the business for those men who 
might dare to evade them. If necessary, 
Dr. Ryan, who apparently has unlimited 
funds at his disposal, would take over the 
entire cattle trade and operate it as a 
Government department ; but in the mean- 
while he would stand no hanky-panky from 


‘anybody. The situation at the moment is 


fairly well known. In order to get rid of 
the Saorstdt’s surplus stock of cattle Dr. 
Ryan proposes to give beef away to the 
poor. Buyers of fat stock, whether for 
home consumption or for export, are re- 
quired to pay a minimum price of 25s. a 
hundredweight, live weight, for their 
beasts, and, lest there. should be any 
trickery in the matter, they must buy them 
in recognised fairs or markets, making a 
detailed return of their purchases to the 
Government every week. The poor, who 
are entitled to free beef, will be given 
vouchers for their supplies. A single man 
will get four pounds a week, a married 
couple seven pounds a week, and an allow- 
ance will be made for children, making the 
total maximum amount to be given to any 
family nine pounds of beef every week. 
For this beef the butchers, who supply it 
to the poor, will be paid at the rate of five- 
pence a pound, i 

We do not know precisely how many 
persons will be entitled to obtain free beef 
under this astonishing scheme ; but we can 
predict with confidence that the registered 
butchers will be kept pretty busy. 
Butchers, like other traders, are not in 
business for the mere good of their health, 
or for the privilege of acting as benefactors 
of the poor. Their aim is to make money. 
According to the statements of certain 
experienced victuallers, Dr. Ryan's pro- 
posals will involve them in actual loss. 
They must pay 25s. live-weight for their 
bullocks and heifers—a sum which repre- 
sents 44s. a hundredweight, dead weight, 
or, roughly, 43d. a pound. The levy will 
add another halfpenny a pound to their 
costs, while “ overheads,’’ although they 
may vary considerably, are reckoned at 3d. 
a pound. On the basis of these calcula- 
tions, therefore, the beef that will be 
supplied against vouchers will cost the 
butchers an average of 8jd. a pound; and 
they will be paid by Dr. Ryan at the rate 
of 5d. Clearly, economy of this kind will 
not make sense. No sane butcher will be 
prepared to lose over 3d. a pound on his 
beef, even for the beaux yeux of the 
Minister for Agriculture; and we may be 
perfectly certain that he will not lose any- 
thing. He simply will recoup himself at 
the expense of his paying customers. 
Nobody can blame the butcher if he 
advances his prices to the ordinary con- 
sumer. He will have no other choice. 
Consequently, the net effect of Dr. Ryan’s 
grandiose scheme, so far as the man who 
is trying to pay his way is concerned, will 
be that he not only will be forced to pay 
5d. a pound for the free beef qua tax- 
payer, but he also will be forced to pay a 
higher price for his own supplies qua 
consumer. Outside Bedlam there never was 
a crazier scheme. 

Is there any limit to this rake’s 
progress? President de Valera and his 
Ministers—with Mr. Norton always in the 
background—are pursuing a very care- 
fully prepared policy. There is method 
in their apparent madness; for they are 
encouraging the “ have nots ” at the cost 
of the “ haves’. in the not unreasonable 
hope that the former section of the com- 
munity will support them at future 
elections. The President's doctrine of 
‘* Christian Socialism ’’ is all very well in 
its way; but it has its limitations. 
Furthermore, its extravagances in the long 
run may recoil upon its authors. Under 
our brilliant system of democratic repre- 
sentation, the vote of the loafer, who 
hangs about street corners, is just as 
powerful as that of the person who con- 
trols a great national industry, and the 
man who is getting four pounds of good 
steak every week for nothing, in addition 
to a tidy dole from the taxpayer's purse, 
would be indeed ungrateful if he did not 
reward his benefactor in the ballot box. 
Fianna Fadil however, does not depend 
exclusively for its majority on the votes 
of the indigent. At the last elections it 
had a substantial following among the 
comparatively well-to-do—and it must be 
remembered that the man with five pounds 
in the bank is just as much a capitalist as 
the owner of thousands. What did these 
people think when they read President de 
Valera’s speech at the did Fheis the other 
day? He announced blandly that, if it 
should be necessary, the Government's 
duty would’ be to ‘take portion of one 
citizen's surplus in order to give it to 
another who had nothing. Here, surely, 
is a dangerous doctrine. It is nothing 
more or less than Communism, naked and 
unashamed. If its enunciation does not 
shock hundreds of thousands of Fianna 
Fdil’s supporters, nothing ever wil! shock 
them; but they have nobody to blame 
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there except themselves, and to those who now

lived uneasily within the fold of the 


rs Commonwealth. ‘She is the 


largest of all the federated States which 
make up that continent, and, with the 
exception of the colossal region known as 
the Northern Territory, the least densely 
populated. Also, she is remote from 
Canberra, the centre of federal govern- 
ment, and from the large towns. For a 
long time past Western Australia has been 
discontented with her lot, and a growing 
volume of opinion demands that she shall 
secede from the Commonwealth of 
Australia, and shall become an indepen- 
dent member of the British Common. 
wealth. Thus, her citizens maintain, she 
could deal directly with London in all 
matters that concern her well-being, and 
would not be compelled to act through. 
the medium of the Federa] Government— 
which, they hold, consistently disregards 
the needs of Western Australia. Early 
last year the State Parliament passed a 
bill approving of secession from. the 
Commonwealth of Australia. This act 
had the people’s approval, based upon a 
referendum whose result was a majority, 
amounting to two-thirds of the State’s popu- 
lation, in favour of secession. A constitu- 
tional Apollyon, however, straddled across 
the path; for, however dearly Western 
Australia may long to be independent of 
Canberra, the power to secede is not in 
her. As it appears, the Commonwealth 
of Australia Constitution Act deprived 
any State of the power to separate itself 
at will, and the Statute of Westminster 
has re-asserted the disability.” For that 
matter, even the Commonwealth Parlia- 
ment lacks authority to vote a State out 
of the federal association; nothing. in 
fact, has the necessary power, except an 
Act of the Imperia] Parliament. Within 
the last few days a deputation from 
Western Australia has arrived in London 
in order to make the State’s opinion and 
desire known in Great Britain. The whole 
situation is extremely delicate, and it is 
hard to see what action the Imperial 
Parliament can take without risk of a 
grave constitutional crisis. We should 
have a counterpart in fact to Western 
Australia’s demand if Connaught, for 
example, were to present a petition for 
liberty to secede from the rest of the 
Saorstdt—although, of course, there would 
be no legal or constitutional counterpart, 
inasmuch as the Free State is an entity 
in every respect. Compliance with the 
request certainly will provoke the anger 
of the Australian Commonwealth, which 
is already in -a touchy frame of mind, 
while a refusal wil] sadden the people of 
Western Australia, who demand relief 
from “ an intolerable position.” Thus far 
the British Government has not ‘been 
approached, but we may presume that its 
constitutional Jawyers have been busy on 
the subject for some time past, and that 
the decision, however it may incline, will 
be dictated by considerations of the 
Empire’s peace and harmony. 


Aerial Barriers 


Many problems remain to be faced 
before the aeroplane can be established as 
a regular and ordinary means of travel. 
One of them, as The Times points out, is 
the existence of areas over which flying is 
forbidden altogether. At present they are 
causing the greatest inconvenience to air 
services, which, when their business 
requires the crossing of international 
frontiers, are finding that they must 
contend with many more difficulties than 
are imposed by nature. Sometimes they 
must add miles to their journey in an 
effort to dodge between the prohibited areas 
that lie beneath them, and in some places 
(as on parts of the French and Italian 
coasts) they must leave the land and fly 
over the sea, thus adding greatly to the 
risk of disaster if they should meet with 
engine failure. In a _ continent where 
everyone still is so suspicious of his 
neighbour, it is easy to understand why 
these forbidden areas are maintained. In 
the normal course of events the commer- 
cial air routes in Europe would pass over 
many fortifications, naval dockyards and 
other places which every nation is anxious 
to keep from the eyes of foreigners. The 
aeroplane gives advantages to the spy 
which he never had previously, and the only 
precaution against him is to forbid the 
fiying of any aeroplane over certain parts 
of the country. It is hard to see how this 
ban could be lifted, but there are grounds 
for thinking that many of the prohibited 
areas in Europe are much too large for 
their purpose, and that they could be 
‘‘ pruned down ” considerably without 
any danger to the nations concerned. 
Private interests in Great Britain have 
been active in the matter of late, and are 
hoping that their representations to the 
International Convention on Air Naviga- 
tion will lead to the removal of at least 
some of the obstacles. 


Notthern Transport 


Sir Felix Pole’s plan for the co-ordina- 
tion of Northern transport seems. to have 
found little favour with the people. In 
essence, as we pointed out some months 
ago, the plan involves the domination of 
all transport by the railways; and the 
North does not take kindly to anything 
that savours of monopoly. The Ulster 
Farmers’ Union is the latest body to com- 
plain. A memorandum which it has pre- 
pared for submission to the Government 
urges that competition between road and 
rail shall be allowed to continue; that 
farmers shall be permitted to use their 
own lorries for the carriage not only of 
their own, but of their neighbours’, goods, 
and that low carriage rates shall be pre- 
served, The wet result of these demands 
would be to prevent any change whatever 
in the existing state of things, and we 
doubt if the Government can be influenced 
to any large degree by them. Competition, 
admittedly, is a good thing; but, carried 
as far as it has been carried in the North, 
and formerly was carried in the South, it 
can be destructive of prosperity. In the 
interests of the State at large, it is proper 
that indiscriminate carrying of goods by 
private lorries should be discontinued, or, 
at least, controlled; and, if the railways 
are to exist at all, they must receive con- 
cessions of one sort or another. Sir Felix 
Pole's recommendations, however, seem to 
involve a complete break with the old 
order of transport, and many interests 
of necessity must suffer. It remains to be 
seen how Viscount Craigavon'’s Govern- 
ment will aire. fe problem. The recom-

HE naval talks between representatives 
of Britain, the United States and 
Japan have ouce again reached a critical 
stage, and much depends on the proceed- 
ings which took place to-day at a meeting 
between Sir John Simon and Mr. Matsu- 
daira, the Japanese Ambassador. The 
Ambassador was to give Sir John Simon a 
reply from his Government to the sugges- 
tions made by Great Britain. These were 
that the point of prestige with which Japan 
is concerned might be dealt with in some 
other way than by insistence upon absolute 
naval equality. It was also suggested that 
it might be possible to preserve a reason- 
able proportion in the naval ratio, and 
rbvide that every party to a new Nava! 
Breaty should declare its programme for 
some time ahead. Japan has made thie 
concession that equality is not consistent 
with differences in the size of navies, and, 
therefore, there is hope that the British 
suggestions may in time prove acceptable. 
The parties, however, are so far from any 
agreement at the moment that some 
observers think that an agreement is impos- 
sible. 


Western Australia 


Western Australia delegates, now in 
London for the purpose of presentiny 

titions for secession to the King and 
Purliameil were guests at a luncheon to- 
day. It was said that they have already 
sent their petition to the King, but have 
given up the idea of presenting it in person 
at the Bar of the House of Commons. The 
petition will be presented on their behalf 
by a member of the House in the usual way, 
and it is hoped that the Petitions Com- 
mittee will take it into earnest considera- 
tion. A Parliamentary Select Committee 
may be set up to consider a claim to secede 
from the Commonwealth of Australia. The 
delegates have already been received by a 
number of members of the House of Com- 
mons, who gave careful attention to the 
claim at a private meeting. The delegates 
have arrived in this country with a mass 
of documentary evidence to support their 
contention that the State of Western Aus- 
tralia suffers from its federation with the 
Commonwealth. 


A Conservative Conference 


The Central Conservative Office is deter- 
mined that there shall be a full attendance 
of delegates at the Conference of the 
Central Council of the National Union of 
Conservative and Unionist Associations on 
December 4th. This has been summoned to 
enable Mr. Baldwin to take counse! with 
his supporters on the subject ‘of the India 
White bas Committee. The occasion is 
regarded as one of such importance to the 
party that precedent will be broken by 
the payment of the delegates’ expenses. 
There is much speculation here as to 
whether a vote will be taken on a straight 
issue at the Conference, as hitherto this 
has been evaded. 


The Royal Wedding 


When the Duke of Kent and Princess 
Marina are married at Buckingham Palace, 
according to the rites of the Greek 
Orthodox Church, the ceremony will be 
performed by Archbishop Germanos, who 
is the permanent delegate in London of 
the Patriarch of Constantinople. This 
will be the first time in the history of 
England that the Marriage Service for any 
personage of the Royal Household has 
taken place according to the rites of the 
Greek Church upon English soil. Arch-

Fog in London 


London and its environs experienced the 
worst fog of the winter to-day, and road 
mishaps were frequent. The fog caused 
delay to the main and suburban railways 
in all directions, and great inconvenience 
was caused to City workers, many 
thousands being late for business. The 
fog in several of the suburbs was thicker 
than in Central London, and visibility was 
reduced to a few yards. During the morn- 
ing the Air Ministry reported that London 
was completely encircled and that the fog 
was particularly dense in the Croydon 
area, where the aeroplane service was much 
affected. In Central London all lights 
were turned on, while the traffic, also 
lighted, moved very slowly through the 
streets. It is expected that fog will in- 
crease considerably during the night.

in a 600,000 men.

The me observes that, in addition,

STRONGER THAN IN 1914 


Powder factories also are increasing 
their output, and in a few months, the 
report declares, Germany wil] be stronger 
on land than she was in 1914. 

The report sums up by saying that, 
despite the Treaty of Versailles, despite 
the League of Nations, and despite the 
Disarmament Conference, France's rivals 
are intensively preparing for war, as if 
war were imminent. 

The only hope of maintaining peace, it 
concludes, is a strong and well-supplied 
French Army. 

The author of the report is the Radical 
deputy, M. Archimbaud, the reporter on 
the War Budget. 

Altogether the credits for which the 
French Government asks in the 1935 War 
Budget amount to 5,689,215,895 francs, as 
vompared with 5,946,701,500 francs last 
year.

LATE CARDINAL

The 
Cardinal will be buried at his birthplace, 
Ussita, near Norci, 

The last person whom the Cardinal 
recognised yesterday os before his 
death was his old pupil, Cardinal Pacelli, 
who succeeded him as Secretary of State. 
For the last four hours of his life he was 
hardly conscious. 

Among the expressions of condolence 
received to-day by the dead Cardinal’s 
nephew, Cardynal Enrico Gasparri, were 
messages of sympathy from Signor Musso- 
lini and the Prince of Piedmont. 

The Pope said to-day that, apart from 
the loss of an old friend, he was grieved 
that Cardinal Gasparri had died when 
completing the work of codifying the laws 
for the Church in the East, as a sequel to 
his great work of codifying Canon Law in 
the West. | 

He had, said the Pope, died at a moment 
of great triumph, acclaimed by the Inter- 
national Juridical Congress for the great 
work he had accomplished.

According to a description given in 
British official quarters, the Japanese 
reply leaves the door open to further dis- 
cussion. Sir John Simon will report to 
the Prime Minister and the Cabinet upon 
his interview with Mr. Matsudaira, and 
the United States delegation will also be 
informed. 

Meetings will take place in the next few 
days between individual members of the 
British and Japanese delegations. Mean- 
while a more hopeful view of the situation 
was taken last night, it being stated that 
the Japanese Government's answer may 
lead to a possible modification of Japan’s 
present proposals. 

In Japanese diplomatic circles it was 
stated that the attitude of the Japanese 
Government has not changed, and the 
reply made through the Ambassador was in 
the nature of further explanation of the 
Japanese case. 

, ee proposal still is that of the 
“common upper limit’’ of naval strengths, 
with full right on the part of Japan to 
build up to that limit, and the answer from 
Tokio conveyed no modification of that de- 
mand. At the same time it is felt, on the 
Japanese side, that the additional explana- 
tion given yesterday by the Ambassador 
will help to a better understanding of the 
Japanese plans. 


BRITISH SUGGESTIONS 


At the last full meeting of the British 
and Japanese representatives, the British 
Ministers put forward several ideas de- 
signed to give a more hopeful turn to the 
talks which had become rigid in the con- 
flict over Japan’s demand for naval 
parity. 

The British suggestions represented an 
effort to concede to Japan the principle of 
equality, while, at the same time, ensur- 
ing that the size of navies would be more 
or less regulated. Japan is strongly 
opposing the Washington Treaty ratio of 
5—5—5, which she considers injurious to 
her prestige. The United States and 
Britain are content with the Washington 
ratio, but Japan takes her stand on an 
assertion of equality with the other 
Powers, though she has made it plain that 
she has no intention, in fact, of building 
a navy up to the overhead limit which, 
under her proposals, would apply to all. 

One suggestion made by the British 
Ministers, therefore, was that an arrange- 
ment might be found which would meet 
Japan’s prestige, and also pe in 
practice a reasonable relationship: between 
one fleet and another. 

A second proposal from the British side 
was that, since Japanese opinion was so 
fiercely against the Washington ratio, it 
might be possible to continue the propor- 
tions of the fleets through a declaration 
by the Powers of their naval building 
programmes for a certain time ahead, say, 
five or ten years. 


not want as big a fleet as is necessary for 
the British Commonwealth. What she 
wants is the abstract right to build up to 
that level. 

If the Powers are unable to come to 
terms on the ratio question, some arrange- 
ment may be made to continue their 
undertaking not to increase their fortifica- 
tions in an area of the Pacific with a 
radius of about 3,000 miles around Japan. 
Singapore and Honolulu are outside the 
line. 

If Japan gives notice to end the Treaty, 
the future of the Non-fortification Pact 
will be a matter of great interest.

It is suggested that qualitative limita- 
tion should be applied in order to prevent 
any one Power from Jaying down ships of 
a type that would render obsolete whole 
categories of correspending craft belonging 
to other Powers. As an instance of this 
type of building the '' pocket battleship” 
idea may be borne in mind. 

No tonnage limit would be set for any 
navy, but it is understood that, in 
practice, the 5-5-3 ratio would be main- 
tained, as Britain and the United States 
would be free to build, if they wished, 
five vessels for every three laid down by 
the Japanese. President Roosevelt now 
has this plan under consideration, but no 
instructions have yet been received from 
him by the American Delegation, and none 
tre expected until the end of the week.

RISING flood of whispered criticism 
of. the Government, coupled with 
signs of insubordination among some 
sections of Storm Troopers and members 
of the Nazi Party, is believed to lie behind 
an order of Dr. Goebbels, Minister of Pro- 
paganda, made public to-day. 

is order states that public meetings 
of the Nazi Party and allied organisations 
may be held only with the permission of 
the local party authorities. It adds sig-

The explanation of this order given to 
Reuter in official quafters to-night was 
that it was merely an effort to ensure 
that no party meetings should overshadow 
er clash with the “Winter Help” 
campaign, which Herr Hitler has urged 
should be the nation’s first consideration 
in the coming months. 

Contrasting strongly with this explana. 
tion, however, are reports from other 
quarters. 

These indicate that the Government is 
now seriously concerned at the bitterness 
of the opposition spreading among the 
rank and file of the Storm ‘Troops, 
especially the Left Wing, which is stated 
to feel that the original programme of the 
Nazi Party is not being carried out. 


ROEHM REVOLT MEMORIES 


Traces of the Roehm “ revolt’’ and the 
June “ purge’’ have by no means been 
wiped out, and many highly-placed Nazis 
are still embittered by the loss of friends 
in that affair. 

Such people complain that they are now 
being subjected to a control and super- 
vision by the secret police as severe as 
that of a suspected Communist. 

A number of prominent Storm Troop 
leaders are said to have had their pass- 
ports taken away, presumably to prevent 
their leaving Germany, and it is even 
suggested that this order may be made 
general for all above a certain rank. 
Other S.A. men are to be heard openly 
expressing their desire to leave the Brown 
Shirt ranks if only the regulations and 
consideration of their careers woul:! 
permit them to do so. 

Resentment is apparently directed par- 
ticularly against General Goering, who is 
regarded as ‘argely responsible for the 
June executions and Dr. Goevdbels, who ia 
accused of having circulated a false 
account of the events of June 30. 

Typical of how high feeling is running 
was a recent meeting of ‘ veterans’’ of 
the Nazi Party at Friedrichshain, in the 
North of Berlin, where Dr. Gocbhels was 
received with the shuffling of feet and 
shouts of protest. 

Friedrichshain was formerly a Socialist 
stronghold, and was a centre of some of 
the fiercest fighting in the Berlin revolt 
led by Karl Liebknecht and Rosa Luxem- 
burg at the end of the war.

How do the Government find themselves 
equipped for this momentous year, They 
start with a splendid record. The main 
grounds of their claim to feel and to 
inspire confidence are 900,000 more people 
in work, the approach of public credit to 
a 24 per cent. basis, a currency beyond 
the reach of speculative raids, practically 
unbroken industrial peace, unsurpassed 
activity in house building, a change from 
despair to hope in many industries, and, 
in spite of many misrepresentations to the 
contrary, a resolute determination to 
maintain peace in Europe. 

There have, of course, án certain weak 
spots among them which have tended to 
diminish enthusiasm for the Government 
as a whole, but the strong spots have been 
very strong, and, The Times adds, it 
would be a stupid miscalculation to assume 


has grown within the Government’s own 
supporters. In all but a handful of them 
loyalty continues to be unshaken, and it is 
based both upon confidence in the Govern- 
ment’s achievements, past and to come, 
and upon a growing realisation—not un- 
shared by some former critics—that the 
system of national government is infinitely 
preferable. to any other which could be 
conceived for some time to come. On the 
broad view, which in politics at least is the 
right view, the merits of the Government 
far outweigh occasional disappointments 
and errors; but whether this view is even- 
tually confirmed by the electorate must 
depend more than anything else upon the 
character of the lead given by the Govern- 
ment in the forthcoming year.

TALK OF DRIVING OUT 
THE BANKS

HE Leitrim Co. Council found theme 
selves in a very unsatisfactory 
financial position when they met to-day? 
The Acting Secretary, Mr. Lawrence 
Keaveny, reported that they had no 
finances to meet their liabilities. Their 
overdraft limit was £25,000, and the 
amount overdrawn was £22,769 13s. 5d. 
Payments due to contractors that day 
amounted to £1,969 12s. 2d., and transfers 
to subsidiary bodies due since Ist October 
last were £11,431 10s. Sundry payments 
passed at the financial meeting, including 
the payment to the railway, due on Ist 
December next, reached £3,790. These 
amounts totalled £42,906 15s. 7d., and 
the deficit was £17,906 15s. 7d. 
The Council had passed a resolution 
requesting the Department to sanction an 
overdraft accommodation of £35,000, and 
requesting them to send on a further in- 
stalment of the agricultural grant. 


DEPARTMENT’S LETTER 


Regarding the agricultural grant, a 
letter from the Department was read to 
the effect that owing to the heavy draw 
upon the Guarantee Fund in respect of 
arrears of annuities for the May-June 
gale, no further issue of the agricultural 
grant could be made at present. 

The collection of the rates, the Depart- 
ment urged, should be pressed forward 
as quickly as possible. 

The Department sanctioned the over- 
draft accommodation up to £35,000. 
The Manager of the Munster and 
Leinster Bank, the Council’s Treasurers, 
wrote that the directors were unable to 
see their way to grant the £35,000 over- 
draft accommodation. They agreed to 
allow an overdraft of £25,000 to the 30th 
November. 

The Acting Secretary said that the 
Council were overdrawn to the extent of 
£25,000, and neither the Board of Health 
nor the Council’s accounts could be paid 
unless the money was got somewhere. The 
agricultural grant was £29,636 15s., and 
£9,000 had been paid. The amount of 
the rate warrants was £54,056 9s. 5d., 
and of that amount £7,011 14s. 1d. was 
collected. The collection was better than 
last year, considering the time that the 
books were issued, 

Mr. H. McMorrow asked what was the 
idea of the bank in refusing to accommo- 
date them to get over these difficult times. 
It was nearly time to deal with some 
other bank when they saw that negotia- 
tions failed. 

Mr. 8. Flynn, T.D., Chairman, then tele 
phoned to the Department, and they 
agreed, in the circumstances, to send an 
instalment of the agricultural grant 
amounting to £1,060. 


BANK MANAGER CALLED 


The members spoke in strong terms of

NEW ORDER GOVERNING 
GOODS VEHICLES 


A new Order governing the hours of 
work of drivers of goods vehicles, operated 
under A and B licences issued in England 
and Wales, has been made by the Minister 
of Transport. Three months ago the National 
Joint Conciliatjon Boatd for the Road Motor 
Transport Industry (Goods)—a body repre- 
senting the employers and work people in 
the industry—-asked for a variation, oí. the 
working periods prescribed in Settion 19 of 
the Road Traffic Act, 1930, The Minister 
referred the application ‘to the Industrial 
Court, and, having received this Court’s re- 
port, has made an Order which, in effect, 
renews an Order which lapsed in March of 
last year. 

The Order prescribes that, in the case of 
the drivers referred to, it shall be lawful— 

(a) To drive continuously for a period of 
eight hours if they are only on duty for one 
period not exceeding eight hours in a day, 
and if they have at least an aggregate ol 
40 minutes’ rest, of which a period of not 
less than 20 minutes must be taken between 
two and five hours after the time at which 
they begin their eight hours’ period of duty, 

(5) In the case of drivers engaged by the 
week to drive for 12 hours in all on two days 
a week, if some part of the 12 hours is spent 
in waiting, or loading or unloading a vehicle, 
and one complete day's rest is allowed in each 
week, 

The Order will come into force next 
January. It does not apply to the drivers of 
vehicles operated under CU _ licences, nor to 
any driver of & goods vehicle authorised to 
be used under an A or B licence issued in 
Scotland,

The Baroness, in giving evidence, had 
told the Court how her family, who were 
wealthy ople, were affected by the 
Russian Revolution, and how she crossed 
the frontier, in 1921, with the necklace in 
her mouth. Since then she. had lived on 
the Continent and in London, where she 
made the acquaintance of a grrr Rehig Sne 
Thaddee de Wiltchinsky, a lawyer. er 
case was that he said he would get ‘‘offers’’ 
for the necklace, and was entrusted with 
it accordingly. He sold it to the 
defendants for £95, and she did not become 
aware of the fact until after*he died, in 
November, 1932, She pleaded that he had 
no authority to sell. 

The defence was that the man acted as 
her agent. The defendants sold the necklace 
for £110 on the day they purchased it, 
but said that they were fortunate enough 
to get it back a year ago, as it had not 
been resold in the meantime. If the judge 
found’ against them they would hand it 
over. 

Mr. Justice Macnaughton, delivering 
judgment, said that when the Baroness 
wanted to sell the mecklace, in June or 
July,,1930, she entrusted Dr, Wiltchinsky 
with if. He did not at once find a pur, 
chaser, and in April, 1931, pawned it for 
£50 and put the money in his own pocket. 
Later he obtained £50 from. somewhere 
and, redeeming the necklace from pawn, 
gold it to Messrs. Jerwood and Ward. 

‘‘ No question whatever arises as to the 
absolute good faith of Messrs, Jerwood 
and Ward,” said the judge. ‘‘ They acted 
throughont in perfect honesty, believing 
Wiltchinsky’s statement that he was, in 
fact, authorised to sell the necklace.’’ The 
Baroness was entitled to recover the neck- 
lace. Fortunately, it was still in existence, 
and ‘there would -be an order. for its 
delivery to her. 

Mr. Humphrey Edmunds: (for the 
defendants) asked for a stay so that his 
clients might consider whether. they would 
appeal. 

Mr. Justice Macnanghton—-Certainly, 

The necklace was, accordingly handed

BRITAIN PLEDGED TO 
GO FORWARD 


Mr.Duff-Cooper (Financial: Secretary to 
the Treasury), speaking at Tonbridge, 
Kent, ‘last night, on India, said that they 
were pledged to go forward in the process 
of constitutional reform, and to give an 
increased share to the people of India in 
the government of their own country.

LAWN TENNIS 


WILL ROGERS GET 
INTO TROUBLE? 


IRISHMAN UMPIRES FOR 
PROFESSIONALS 


The first professional lawn tennis tourna- 
ment to be held in London, which began at 
the Wembley Stadium yesterday, created a 
situation which may have serious repercussions 
in connection with next year's Wimbledon 
Championships. The Lawn Tennis Associa- 
tion, in reply to a request for guidance on the 

art of a member of the Lawn Tennis 

Jmpires’ ASsociation, stated that “| did 
not advise members of the Lawn Jennis 
Umpires’ Association to officiate at Wembley. 


Association officiated at the professional 
tournament last night, either as umpires or 
linesmen. In addition, the umpire of the 
first match was a famous Davis Cup player, 
Mr. G. Lyttelton Rogers, the Irishman, who 
took the chair to control the contest between 
Bruce Barnes, of America, and Hans 
Nusslein, of Germany. 

One of the umpires said to a P.A. re- 
porter: ' For years I have umpired and acted 
as linesman at Wimbledon. might be de- 
barred from so doing in the future in view 
of my action. It does not worry me, I cannot 
say why the fact of my assisting at a per- 
fectly fairly conducted professional tourna- 
ment should affect my status, but so far as 
I am concerned my interest in the game of 
lawn tennis itself is distinct from who plays 
it or who governs, and is such that I do not 
care what action the L.T.A. might be in- 
clined to take. 

‘“At any rate, so far as I am concerned, | 
regard myself as a hundred per cent, amateur, 
and I cannot see how my status is to be im- 
paired by my taking an active interest in 
what most of us regard as a modern and 
inevitable development of a very great 
game ”’

As usual, the “Open” at Portmarnock 
was an unqualified success, despite the hard- 
baked condition of the links.

Browne, at Boss- 
lare, won the Irish Close Amateur Champion- 
ship, held by J. Burke, and he can thus be 
regarded as the leading amateur of the year. 

The Irish Amateur Open Championship, 
for the fifth year in succession, went to an 
‘‘invader’’ in a very brilliant young Scottish 
amateur, Hector Thomson, and so for the 
fourth year running the cup was won by the 
representative of a Scottish club. Nolan, of 
Portmarnock; J. Adams, of Royal County 
Down, and P, Mahon, of Royal Dublin, are 
entitled to rank as the leading Irish pro- 
fessionals by virtue of their achievements, 
but the plums of local professional golf were 
picked by Nolan, who won the Irish Cham- 
pionship at Dun Laoghaire. 

Another notable addition to the list of Irish 
champions is Miss Patricia Sherlock, who 
gained a splendid success in the Irish Cham- 

ionship at Portmarnock, defeating Mrs. J. 
R. Walker in a final remarkable for the 
sterling quality of the golf produced by the 
Bormitéen lady. 

All the minor tournaments passed off with- 
out a hitch. Entries were well maintained, 
and the standard of golf was all round a 
distinct improvement on other years. Indeed, 
1934 can be truly described as a record year 
in the annals of Irish golf, 

For British golf the year was one of hope 
and despondency. Britain again failed to win 
the Walker Cup, and her women players 
went on a fruitless quest to America to be 
beaten in the first match for the Curtis Cup. 
Yet Henry Cotton's victory in the Open 
Championship at Sandwich—the first. home 
triumph for eleven years—was a tonic. 
Cotton equalled the championship aggregate 
of 283, and created records in some of his 
rounds. That was the “ high-spot’’ of British 
olf. 

: W. Lawson Little recaptured the Amateur 
Championship for America, and in doing so 
defeated J. Wallace, a Troon artisan, in the 
final by the record margin of fourteen up 
and twelve to play. Little returned to the 
United States to win his national amateur 
title, and he also assisted his country to 
retain the Walker Cup, which has been ip

A JAPANESE GODDESS 


On a hill-top a few miles north of Kobe 
stands atall, square, wooden pillar, inscribed 
in Japanese characters, “ Florence Nightin- 
gule, the goddess who saves people from suffer- 
ing ” (writes Reuter’s Tokyo Correspondent). 
Next year this pillar will be replaced by a 
large stone monument, of Buddhist design, 
but somewhat similar to her tombstone in 
Hampshire. Close by lives an aged and 
earnest Buddhist, Tsuyu Nakayama by name. 

In March, 1932, for the first time in his 
long life, this priest had to go into a hospital 
and he was greatly impressed by the self- 
sacrificing service of the nurses. They 
awakened his interest in Florence Nightin- 
ae so he read about her life, and found

Buddha. 

He felt it his duty to bring the spirit of 
Florence Nightingale closer to the Japanese 
people, especially nurses, and had a portrait 
of Florence Nightingale painted and hung in 
his room, Belore it he placed a miniature 
shrine and an ever-burning light to typify 
her nightly rounds of the hospitals at 
Scutari during the Crimean War. As the 
light is a symbol ot Florence Nightingale’s 
great love for humanity, Mr. Nakayama 
wants it to burn for ever. He has provided 
a watchman to look after it. 

He declares that it will not be long + fore 
the nurses of Japan will gather on the hill 
before the monument to observe services for 
the soul of Florence Nightingale.

JAPAN’S PLANS 


CHINA MUST HELP 


LL the people and resources of Japan 

A must be prepared to meet the possi- 

bility of war in Eastern Asia. This 

is what Major-General Rensuke Isogai, of 

the Japanese General Staff, has just told the 

nation in a magazine article, writes Reuter 
from Tokio. 

He declares that if Japan is involved in a 
war she can hardly hope to be in such a 
favourable position diplomatically as in her 
previous struggles. * 


Therefore, he says, she 
must prepare for the possibility of ES to 
meet the stupendous demands of modern 
warfare solely from her own resources ‘and 
from those of the territories within her 
sphere of influence. 


CONVERTING FACTORIES 


The General explains that among the pre- 
parations which he considers desirable are: 
Plans to met an automatic decrease in the 
rice-crop and a huge increase in consumption 
in time of war; far-sighted planning to 
permit the easy conversion of peace-time 
factories into munition factories ; 

Emergency plans enabling men and women 
employed in such occupations as cocoon- 
raising and silk weaving (useless in wat- 
time) to be diverted to wheat-growing, sheep- 
farming or cattle-raising ; 

Standardisation of eivil aeroplanes, motor 
cars and lorries for potential military use; 

Alteration of the uniforms worn by 
students and policemen to resemble those 
worn by troops so that they could be used 
without delay on the outbreak of war (all 
schoolboys and students. wear a sort of cadet 
untform) ; 

Building up of stocks of material difficult 
to obtain in war-time. 

Storage of such waste materials as scrap 
iron and waste woollen piece-goods. 

Exploitation of important domestic re- 
sources and minimisation of economic rela- 
tins with potential foes, while furthering 
trade relations with friendly Powers or those 
from whom Japan may easily obtain in re- 
quired materials in time of war; 

Storage of large stocks of provisions 
throughout the country, saitinalaake in big 
clbies ; 

Completion of arrangements to enable 
Japan to finance a war without outside as- 
sistance ; 

Steps to increase the output of gold and 
silver in Japan, Manchukuo and Mongoha 
and the building up of a bigger gold reserve. 


CALL TO CHINA 


General Isogai also wants to see the proper 
utilisation of overseas resources, particularly 
those of Japan’s neighbours, and the estab- 
lishment of an “ economic bloc ” with neigh- 
bouring nations or regions 

He declares that it is a well-known fact 
that the economic life*of Japan and Man- 
chukuo is well on the way to co-ordination 
and development along national lines, and 
states that “it is absolutely necessary to 
induce China to co-operate closely in such a 
scheme, a move carrying great significance, 
not only in time of peace, but one of vital 
importance to Japan as a preparatory step 
to the determination of the ns eann of over- 
seas resources in time of war.”’ 

“This,” he asserts, “ will form a founda- 
tion for everlasting  rosperity among the 
Oriental races and be the mainstay of peace 
in the Far East, with Japan, Manchukuo and 
China, as the three pillars,”

INVENTOR'S PLANS 
The possibility of taking under-water 


pictures of the ' Loch Ness .monster ”’ was 
alluded to by Mr. J. E. Williamson, a dis- 
tinguished explorer, ‘and the originator of 
undersea motion pictures, in the course of a 
lecture on ‘“‘ Into the New World under the 
Sea,” which he gave to the members of the 
Edinburgh Philosophical Institution recently. 
Mr. Williamson said if his father had not 
one to England he might have been born a 
cot. He left Liverpool as a boy of “a 
years of age, and spent the most of his life 
in the United States. He returned to his 
father’s native Scotland for the first time 
about a month.ago. Over there in the United 
States it was a big country, and they were 


used to doing big things, or at least talking | 


He found, however, that here 
they were building the world’s biggest ship, 
and they were going to balance the national 
Budget with a surplus, and that was a big 
thing with any country. 


PRELIMINARY 
. They had located in Scotland the now 


world-famous Loch Ness monster, After all 
his exploring it had come across his track 
and he was endeavouring to accept the chal- 
lenge. It was possible he might go under 
the water at Loch Ness and come back with 
a record of the private life of the Loch: Ness 
monster. ‘They lived so closely to the land 
that they seldom realised the vast expanse 
of the sea. and the depth of it, There was 
no doubt there were many creatures down 
in those depths that they knew nothing 
about. He believed the giant squid had been 
the basis of all the sea-serpent stories, It 
was possible that the creature in Loch Ness 


about . them. 


SURVEY 


might be a giant squid. ft might be 
simply a great Atlantic seal. While he could 
advance scientists’ theories against it, be 


would not say it was entirely impossible for 
a squid to be in Loch Ness. 

Mr. Williamson explained that he had 
made a preliminary survey of Loch Ness. 
He had been there twice, and had taken 
samples of the water and was having them 
examined as to the clarity of the water. He 
would have to study the matter from all 
angles, especially the weather conditions, 
because he recognised there were not the 
same ideal conditions in Loch Ness as they 
got in the South Seas. Mr. Williamson 
thinks he could cover most of the loch with 
his apparatus. As for the small area, about 

teet deep, he could lower it down to 
the bottom of the loch, and he believes with 
his powerful lamps he could flood the scene 
with light. ‘‘I believe from my experience,” 
he said, “ that the creature will finally come 
sneaking to the window of the ' photosphere,’ 
and if this loch Ness monster does come 
I will be ready with my camera and may yet 
come back and show you a picture of it,’ 

Mr. Williamson, in his lecture, described 
his submarine expedition to the Bahamas, 
the new art of submarine photography, the 
special apparatus of his own design which 
enabled him to descend to the floor of the 
ocean with his camera; and showed both 
still and motion pictures of the fascinating 
life under sea in the clear waters of the 
West Indies.

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COLONIAL CROPS 


It is feared that in some parts of Barbados 
the 1935 sugar crop will be adversely affected 
y the lack of rain; all last season’s sugar 
as been shipped. 

Exports from Jamaica of three of the prin- 
cipal commodities show increases fof the 
eight; months to September 1, as compared 
with the corresponding period of last year, 
as follows:—Sugar, 40,758 tons, against 
57,842 tons; rum, 375,508 gallons, against 
275,943 gallons; and bananas, 
stems, against 7,025,341 stems. The local 
imento price has fallen to about 10s. per 
OOlb. delivered Kingsten. An improvement 
is anticipated in the coconut market; ex- 
ports show an increase of 1,250,000 nuts over 
the corresponding period of ‘last year. 

In Trimdad the voung sugar canes have 
suffered from the long drought, indications 
pointing to a smaller crop in 1935. On the 
other hand, the dry weather has been bene- 
ficial for cocoa, and a good crop is expected. 
Weather has been favourable throughout 
the Windward and Leeward Islands. Arrow- 
root exports from St. Vincent for the eight 
months ended August 31 show an increase of 
5,750° barrels as compared with the same 
period of last year. St. Kitts is anticipating 
@ record sugar crop in 1955, as there is a 
much larger area under cane cultivation. 

In British Guiana sugar grinding is fairly 
general, and the sucrose content is better 
than is usual at this time of year. The local 
rice market is still very active, it being 
estimated that there will be approximately 
12,000 to 15,000 bags available for export 
before the new crop commences in October; 
prospects for next crop are not so good, as 
only about 65 per cent. of last year’s acreage 
is now under cultivation.

From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENTa 
PARIS, Monday. 


The Franco-German economic negotia- 
tions began to-day in Paris. Their 
principal object is the revision of the clear- 
ing agreement*concluded on July 28. 

In accordance with this agreement 
French exporters to Germany were to be 
paid out of the trade balance in Germany’s 
favour. Since the signature of the agree- 
ment the balance has swung in the other 
direction, and it is estimated that French 
exporters are already owed 130,000,000 
francs, which they may be unable to 
recover. 

The agreement expires on December 30. 

The question of the economic situation 
of the Saar is bound to arise in the course 
of the discussion, and various eventuali- 
ties, which will have to be provided for 
according to the result of the plebiscite, 
will be reviewed. 

M. Bonnefon Craponne, Director of Com- 


mercial Agreements, heads the French 
delegation. Dr. Karl Ritter, of the 
German Foreign Ministry, heads the 
Germans.

BUILDING SOCIETY'S 
HEAVY LOSS

EX-NAVAL OFFICER'S 
DOWNFALL 


— &— 


A man, who was stated to have had a 
commission in the Navy during the war, 
whose ship was twice sunk, and who had to 
leave the Service owing to shock, was 
sentenced at the Old Bailey, London, yester- 
day, to fifteen months’ imprisonment in the 
second division. 

He was Robert Alexander Adamson (36), 
of Bromley, Kent, a. chief accountant, 
formerly employed by the Abbey Road Build- 
ing Society, e pleaded guilty to stealing a 
cheque for £4,500 from his employers. 

Mr. G. D. Roberts (prosecuting) said the 
total sum lost by the society was £14,000. 
Restitution had been made in part, and 
Adamson had done everything he could to 
assist the sociéty since the matter was dis- 
covered. No one connected with the society 
would be a penny the worse off. 

Mr. St. fohn Hutchinson, for Adamson, 
said he qualified as an accountant in 1925, 
worked in Central Europe, and returned to 
England in 1928 to manage an investment 
company, but owing to the slump he lost his 
money. Later he started working for the 
building society. 


RECKLESS LIFE 

Unfortunately, continued counsel, he met a 
woman and formed a liaison with her, and 
from that time onwards he has been sub- 
jected to blackmail.: During that time he led 
a double life, because he was really very 
fond of his wife. That seems to have un- 
seated his reason. 

He took to-drink, threw money about, and 
went abroad, gambling, unknown to his wife, 
in the most reckless fashion. During these 
two years he led an absolutely mad and reck- 
less life. He went to his solicitor about the 
blackmail. He also went home and confessed 
the whole thing to his wife andgfried to take 
— in her presence, but she snatched it 
rom him. His wife, perhaps understanding 
more than anyone else would, has not de- 
serted him in his time of trial and tribula- 
tion. Counsel added that he also has a son 
nine years old. Having got rid of this night- 
mare of blackmail and this horror of thieving, 
to some degree he has hope for the future. 

‘““Remember you have served in the Navy 
and that you can face up to life,” said Judge 
Dodson, passing sentence. ‘I have no death 
you have suffered much, and Í hope you will 
be manly enough to face the lenient sentence 
I am.going to pass upon -you.”’ 


DAMAGES FOR ARREST 


CLAIM AGAINST TRAM 
CONDUCTOR 
A young Belfast woman, Miss Mary 


O’Prey, of 44 Fleet street, Belfast, was the 
plaintiff in am action heard yesterday by the 
Lord Chief Justice and a special jury in the 
High Court, Belfast. The action was against 
the Belfast Corporation, and a tram conductor, 
Samuel Bennett, 24 Radcliff Parade, Belfast, 
was also cited as a defendant. 

Mr. W. O. Hume, K.C., opening the case, 
said that the claim arose out of an occurrence 
on a tramear on the evening of May SO last. 
The platiff paid her fare at Earl street stop, 
and the conductor then went upstairs and col- 
lected other fares, and he had not returned 
to the platform when the plaintiff was pre- 
paring to leave the car at the corner of 
Donegall street. She was standing on the 
platform when the conductor ran downstairs, 
put his hand on her shoulders, and said that 
she had given him a bad shilling, and would 
have to take it back, 

When the cam stopped, proceeded Mr. 
Hume, the conductor got off the car, and the 
plaintiff was taken to a policeman, but when 
she accompanied him to the police barrack 
it was found that the coin was a good one, 
and she was not detained, nor was any 
charge preferred against her. 

Bennett, giving evidence, said that he kept 
all the money he collected downstairs in his 
hand, and it was not until he went upstairs 
that he suspected anything was wrong with it, 
but ‘he did not touch the defendant at all. 

The Lord Chief Justice directed judgment 
to be entered for the Corporation, and the 
jury found for the plaintiff against the other 
defendant, and awarded £5 5s. damages. 


| AN INSIDE VIEW 
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FILMING THE STOMACH 


A device by which films can be taken of 
the human stomach has been perfected by 
Dr. H. Kalk, Director of the Herst Weasel 
Hospital in Berlin, writes Reuter from 
Berlin. 

The apparatus consists of tubes of polished 
steel, one of which is placed on to the 
stomach of the patient, A _ stiletto-shaped 
second tube, about as thick as a pencil, is 
then pushed through into the stomach, into 
which air has previousiy been blown, to act 
as a support and to eliminate possible injury 
of vital parts. A local anesthetic is a 
to the stomach. 

A wire, with an electric lam> at the end 
and fitted with a tiny optical apparatus, is 
next pushed through the tube, and an elec- 
tric current is switched on. 

The stomach, liver, kidneys, and even the 
heart can be brought into the view of the 
human eye or the camera lens by adjusting 
the optical apparatus. The device is said to 
be — valuable for diagnosis and more 
reliable 


than X-ray photography.
